the reader can see that in speech at least she 
became under his tuition quite a proficient in 
the English tongue.

Its extent and magnificence may be imagined 
from the fact that it was supported by 127 co- 
lumns, each column contributed by a King, 
something after the style of the building of the 
Washington Monument, but with a great deal 
more promptness and energy, to our shame be 
it said. 

Of course it was a matter of pride with each 
King, that his columa should exce! in beauty 
and costliness. All that money could accom- 
plish or art do, was contributed to each co- 
lumn; and the world, before or since, has 
never seen the like.

It requires lit- 
ile earth for vegetation, growing among heaps 
of stones with the fibres alone covered, the bulb 
being almost entirely exposed. 

The plant possesses little beauty beyond 
what is contained in the flower itself, which is 
of a most elegant aod peculiar formation. 
outward part, which is smaller than a pigeon’s 
ogg, resembles a curions shaped vase, om open- 
ing the lid of which the most perfect and besu- 
tiful fee simile of a dove is found within. The 
head is turned over its back, appearing as if 
it were about to take its tarewell of earth, and 
war to some brighter region.
